ROLLING  MILL 

The  following  Parcels  in  Project  No.  I were  discussed:  Parcel  9-1,  (Stinson), 
Mr.  Otto  Grant  stated  that  he  had  spoken  to  Mr.  Stinson  with  regard  to  his 
property.  Mr.  Grant  advised  that  Mr.  St  inson  appeared  to  be  the  legal  owner 
of  the  property.  To  achieve  good  title,  a quit  claim  deed  must  be  secured  from 
the  previous  owner,  Mrs.  Emma  Glass,  who  desires  $125  for  both  the  deed  and 
the  abstract.  The  Commission  authorized  Mr.  Grant  to  offer  Mr.  Stinson  $2000 
for  his  property  less  the  cost  of  unpaid  back  taxes.  Should  Mr.  Stinson  not  ac- 
cept, condemnation  proceedings  would  be  instituted. 

Parcel  7-6  (Bliahu);  The  Commission  was  informed  that  an  offer  was  served 
Mr.  Bliahu  with  the  requirement  that  it  be  signed  within  10  days  or  condem- 
nation proceedings  would  be  instituted  on  his  property.  This  offer  will  expire  on 
January  14,  1966. 

Parcel  9-4  (Keegan-Rogers) : On  the  basis  of  the  second,  third  and  fourth 
appraisals  on  this  property  a revised  offering  price  of  $7,  300  was  approved. 

Parcel  9-7  (Derloshon):  The  Derloshons  have  refused  the  offer  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Commission  of  $1,  000  for  this  vacant  lot.  In  as  much  as  a price  more  than 
$ 1,  000  for  a vacant  lot  could  not  be  justified  the  Commission  directed  that  an 
agreement  be  served  the  Derloshons  with  the  stipulation  that  it  would  be  signed 
within  10  days  or  condemnation  proceedings  would  be  instituted. 

Parcel  9-8  (Morrison-Dickey);  The  Dickey  family  is  in  the  process  of  pur- 
chasing this  property  from  a Mr.  Morrison  on  a Land  Contract.  The  Com- 
mission felt  that  the  Department  of  Redevelopment  should  contact  the  Morrison 
family  and  obtain  information  on  the  contract  such  as  the  original  purchase 
price  and  the  balance  owed  on  the  contract.  The  Dickey's  refused  to  give  this 
information. 

Parcel  9-11  (Dunbar);  The  Dunbar  family  has  refused  our  offer  of  $3,  000. 

The  Commission  asked  that  an  agreement  be  served  the  Dunbars  with  a 10  day 
period  for  him  to  make  up  his  mind  before  condemnation  proceedings  would  be 
instituted . 
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Parcel  11-6  (Todd);  A revised  offering  price  of  $4,  200  was  approved  for  this 
parcel  subject  to  Mr.  Todd  buying  back  the  house  for  $50  and  moving  his  house 
to  a location  outside  of  the  project  area. 

Parcel  11-9  (Workman);  It  was  reported  that  Mr.  Workman  has  not  been  agree- 
able to  sell,  however,  Mr.  Waltke,  Acquisition  Assistant,  desired  additional 
time  to  meet  with  the  Workman  family  before  a final  offer  be  served. 

Parcel  11-10  (Christmas);  The  Westfield  Temple  Church  of  Christ  - The  trus- 
tees of  this  church  have  promised  that  they  would  accept  $10,  000  for  the  pro- 
perty. This  is  an  increase  from  the  previously  approved  price  of  $9,  500.  The 
Commission  approved  the  revised  offering  price  of  $10,  000. 

Parcel  11-15  (Helm);  On  this  parcel  is  located  the  Manhattan  Club.  Corres- 
pondence from  ; Robert  McCain,  Attorney,  representing  the  tenant  has  been 
received  as  to  the  purchase  of  this  property.  Mr.  Otto  Grant  was  asked  to  dis- 
cuss the  purchase  of  this  property  with  Mr.  McCain  and  the  attorney  represent- 
ing the  property  owner  with  a revised  offering  price  of  $17,  800. 

Offering  prices  were  approved  on  Parcel  6-15  at  $7,  250  and  Parcel  6-6  at 
$2,  800. 

MAIN  STREET 

A proposition  to  begin  immediately  to  purchase  property  in  the  Main  Street 
Project  was  brought  out  by  Mr.  Wayne  Schacht,  Executive  Director.  This 
proposition  is  to  use  local  Redevelopment  funds  to  purchase  property  located 
in  the  Southeast  corner  of  Block  4.  The  approximate  cost  would  be  $95,  000 
which  would  be  reimburseable  as  soon  as  loan  funds  are  obtained  from  the 
Federal  Government.  The  Commission  approved  the  immediate  purchase  of 
Parcels  4-20,  4-21,  4-22,  4-23,  4-24  and  4-25  subject  to  concurrance  of  the 
offering  price  by  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

A new  agreement  form  was  presented  to  the  Commission  for  approval.  This 
agreement  form  would  provide  for  the  seller  of  property  to  pay  for  the  continu- 
ation of  the  abstract  up  to  the  date  that  we  purchase  the  property.  This  method 
being  the  normal  practice  in  any  real  estate  transaction  in  Indiana.  All  members 
of  the  Commission  approved  the  new  form  of  agreement. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

It  was  reported  that  out  of  173  agreements  to  acquire  property  signed,  66  have 
been  closed  and  claims  are  in  the  Controller's  office  on  12  additional  pa  reefs 
that  will  be  closed  in  the  near  future.

A meeting  was  held  with  representatives  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Neighborhood 
Association,  who  made  a plea  for  citizen  involvement  in  Urban  Renewal  Pro- 
jects in  Fort  Wayne,  They  desired  a non-white  member  of  the  Redevd  opment 
Commission  and  the  establishment  of  a Citizens  Committee  to  concein  itself 
with  solving  problems  in  blighted  areas.  This  committee  would  be  made  up 
of  both  non-white  and  white  members,  representative  of  the  community  as 
a whole.  The  President  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission,  presiding  at  the 
meeting,  stated  that  the  Commission  had  no  power  to  select  other  members 
of  the  Commission,  however,  he  would  relate  the  feelings  of  the  group  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  Redevelopment  Trustees  who  appoint  the  Commission  members.

Another  meeting  will  be  held  in  the 
near  future  with  the  same  representatives  at  this  meeting  to  discuss  the  names 
recommerided  for  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.

This  meeting  was  held  with  delegates  from  the  Hanna-Creighton  Neighborhood 
Association,  who  made  the  plea  for  citizen  involvement  in  Urban  Renewal  pro- 
jects during  the  Redevelopment  Commission  meeting  on  January  19,  1966.  This 
group  desires  a non-white  member  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission  and  the  es 
tablishment  of  a citizen's  committee  to  concern  itself  with  solving  problems  in 
blighted  areas.  This  committee  would  be  made  up  of  both  non-white  and  white 
members  representative  of  the  community  as  a whole.  During  this  meeting  the 
sub-committee  of  four  individuals  reported  on  their  recommendations  of  names 
for  a Citizen's  Advisory  Committee.  The  sub-committee  is  made  up  of  the  fol- 
lowing individuals:  Dr.  A.  Wilson,  Alvin  Wesley,  William  Rastetter  and  Wayne 

Schacht. 

Mr.  Schacht  reported  that  the  sub-committee  had  met  and  had  not  come  up  with 
any  specific  names,  however,  recommended  that  the  same  organizations  that 
were  represented  on  the  previous  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  be  retained  in 
the  proposed  new  Citizen's  Advisory  Committee  with  the  addition  of  representa- 
tives of  the  affected  neighborhood  groups.  The  recommendation  of  the  sub-com- 
mittee was  throughly  discussed.  It  was  decided  that  the  following  organizations 
would  be  asked  to  appoint  a representative  to  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee: 

(1)  League  of  Women  Voters,  (2)  Fort  Wayne  Urban  League,  (3)  Fort  Wayne  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  (4)  AFL-CIO  Central  Labor  Council,  (5)  Allen  County  Welfare 
Department,  (6)  Fort  Wayne  Board  of  Realtors,  (7)  United  Community  Services,  Inc., 
(8)  Fort  Wayne  Downtown  Association,  (9)  Mayor's  Commission  on  Human  Relations, 
(10)  Fort  Wayne  Cahpter  - NAACP,  (11)  Fort  Wayne  Chapter  Frontiers  Club,  (12) 
East  Central  Neighborhood  Association,  (13)  Rolling  Mill  Neighborhood  Association, 
(14)  Hanna -Creighton  Neighborhood  Association,  ( 15))  Ministerial  Alliance,  (16)  East 
End  Neighborhood  Association,  (17)  Associated  Churches.  Mr.  Wayne  Schacht  was 
given  the  responsibility  of  contacting  the  above-cited  organizations  to  obtain  the  re- 
spective names  of  the  individuals  to  represent  them.

During  the  ap- 
pointments news  coverage  will  be  obtained. 

The  Commission  was  asked  whether  or  not  they  had  spoken  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
Redevelopment  Trustees  to  recommend  an  appointment  of  a Negro  to  the  Com- 
mission. Mr.  Walker  explained  that  the  Commission  had  met  with  the  Trustees 
and  it  was  felt  that  a Negro  should  be  considered  at  the  time  of  the  next  vacancy 
in  the  Commission.

THREE  RIVERS 


It  was  stated  that  very  shortly  bids  will  be  invited  for  the  construction  of  the 
proposed  new  Columbia  Street.  This  construction  project  is  expected  to  create 
a major  traffic  problem  as  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  close  the  Columbia 
Street  Bridge  to  traffic  for  a period  of  two  to  four  weeks.  All  affected  Depart- 
ments of  the  City  have  been  notified  of  the  proposed  construction  and  are  think- 
ing in  terms  of  possible  detours. 

ROLLING  MILL 

A report  was  given  on  the  progress  of  Project  I.  Of  the  thirty-nine  parcels  in 
Project  I,  signed  purchase  agreements  have  been  obtained  on  twenty-nine  parcels. 
Of  these  twenty-nine  we  now  own  twenty-three,  five  parcels  are  in  condemnation 
and  two  are  owned  by  Joslyn  Steel.  Of  the  three  remaining  parcels  at  least  two 
more  are  expected  to  have  signed  agreements  very  shortly. 

On  April  18,  the  owners  of  the  properties  pending  condemnation  are  expected  to  ap- 
pear in  court.  Alex  Campbell  is  the  attorney  for  the  defendants.  It  is  expected  that 
the  defendants  will  not  contest  the  legality  of  the  project. 

Very  shortly  Land  in  Project  I will  be  advertized  for  sale.  After  an  Agreement  is 
signed  with  the  successful  bidder,  land  in  Parcels  9-1,  9-2,  9-3,  9-11,  9-12,  9-13, 
and  9-14  will  be  conveyed  to  the  purchaser  upon  vacation  of  the  rear  Alley.  A pub- 
lic hearing  on  the  vacation  of  the  Alley  in  Block  9 will  be  held  by  the  Planning  Com- 
mission on  April  18,  at  7:30  P.M0  in  City  Hall. 

It  was  reported  that  in  Project  II,  twenty-eight  signed  agreements  have  been  ob- 
tained from  property  owners. 

HANNA  -CREIGHTON 

It  was  stated  that  2 56  Agreements  have  been  signed  by  property  owners  and  of 
these,  135  have  been  closed.  As  over  half  the  property  owners  in  Hanna-Creighton 
have  agreed  to  sell,  it  was  recommended  that  a press  release  be  prepared  on  ac- 
quisition progress. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  on  a property  (20-16)  owned  by  Mr.  Alfred  Topp 
which  is  being  purchased  on  land  contract  by  Mrs.  Vernice  James.  Mrs.  James 
purchased  this  property  in  1959,  for  $9,  500  with  $1,  000  down  at  7 percent  interest. 
To  date  she  has  paid  $3,  800  on  principle  and  $3,  800  on  interest  for  a total  of 
$7,  600.  This  still  leaves  a balance  owing  of  $5,  700  and  our  offering  price  for 
this  property  is  $4,  700.  An  effort  was  made  to  talk  with  Mr.  Topp  to  see  if  he 
would  agree  to  discounting  and  he  refused.  After  another  meeting  with  the  attorneys 
for  Mrs.  James  and  Mr.  Topp,  the  Executive  Director  wished  to  take  this  parcel 
into  condemnation  as  a test  case. 
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The  Commission  felt  that  an  effort  should  be  made  to  concentrate  on  a parti- 
cular area  in  Hanna-Creighton  to  be  developed  as  a relocation  resource  for 
the  balance  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  The  Executive  Director  reported 
that  the  staff  has  been  studying  this  matter.  In  this  regard  the  Director  re- 
ported on  a recent  conversation  with  Mr.  Vernon  Sheldon,  Executive  Director 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  Housing  Authority.  It  was  learned  that  the  Housing  Authority 
is  studying  solutions  to  our  relocation  problems.  Under  the  Housing  Act  of 
1965,  the  Housing  Authority  can  purchase  or  lease  private  housing  throughout 
the  City. 

Mr.  McDonald  recommended  a proposed  project  fcrthe  Citizens  Advisory 
Committee.  An  Appraiser  would  be  selected  to  appraise  three  properties 
chosen  by  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee.  After  completion  of  the' apprai- 
sals, the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  would  view  the  comparables  in  the 
field.  After  they  were  satisfied  that  we  are  offering  a fair  price  for  the  pro- 
perty, the  Committee  would  make  an  appropriate  public  statement  on  their 
findings.  This  proposal  was  discussed,  however,  no  decision  was  made. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  Demolition  Documents  have  been  com- 
pleted by  the  staff  for  the  razing  of  75  structures.  These  documents  will  soon 
be  given  to  the  attorneys  for  their  review  and  approval. 

MAIN  STREET 

It  was  reported  that  seven  property  owners  in  Blocks  3 and  4 have  signed 
agreements.  Of  these,  one  parcel  has  been  closed. 


On  Tuesday,  April  12,  it  is  expected  that  City  Council  will  authorize  the  Mayor 
to  sign  an  agreement  for  the  sale  of  the  City-County  and  Fire  Station  parcels. 
The  Fine  Arts  Foundation  is  ready  to  sign  an  Agreement  any  time.  It  was  stated 
that  after  these  agreements  are  approved  by  the  Chicago  office  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  operating  money  will  be  requisitioned 
and  obtained  within  a period  of  approximately  two  weeks. 


A request  was  made  for  permission  to  obtain  another  appraisal  of  Stucky 
Brothers  Appliance  Store.  This  appraisal  is  necessary  because  the  first 
appraisal  made  by  Real  Estate  Research  Corporation  was  completed  before 
extensive  remodeling  was  undertaken  on  the  building.  Real  Estate  Research 
will  charge  $950.  00  for  an  up-dated  appraisal  and  James  Roth  will  charge  $900.  00. 
The  Commission  asked  that  bids  from  other  appraisers  be  obtained. 


Revised  offering  prices  were  approved  on  five  parcels  to  correspond  to  the 
level  concurred  in  by  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  These 
parcels  are  as  follows:

HANNA  -CREIGHTON 

It  was  announced  that  30  claims  are  in  the  Controller's  Office  on  properties 
to  be  closed.  When  the  closings  are  completed,  a total  of  165  properties 
will  have  been  purchased. 

The  completed  draft  of  the  demolition  documents  for  the  razing  of  7 5 structures 
was  shown  to  the  Commission  members.  These  proposed  documents  are  pre- 
sently under  review  by  the  attorney.  Upon  approval  an  advertisement  for  bids 
will  be  placed  in  the  local  newspapers. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  a proposal  for  developing  the  western  part 
of  the  Hanna -Creighton  project  into  moderate  income  housing  under  the  FHA 
Section  221  (d)  (3)  Mortgage  Insurance  Program.  This  would  take  in  that  area 
west  of  the  present  Smith  Street  which  will  be  the  western  boundary  of  the  pro- 
posed elementary  school.  Under  Section  221  (d)  (3)  the  developer  must  be  a non- 
profit corporation  such  as  a church  or  labor  union.  Such  a developer  can  obtain 
mortgage  insurance  from  FHA  at  an  interest  rate  of  3%  or  they  may  obtain  mort- 
gage insurance  at  the  prevailing  FHA  mortgage  rate  which  is  6 1/4$  and  develop 
structures  to  be  used  under  the  new  rent  supplementation  program.  Under  this 
program  if  a tenant  cannot  pay  at  least  2 5 % of  his  income  for  rent,  the  differ- 
ence between  25%  of  his  income  and  the  rent  for  the  particular  unit  is  paid  for 
by  FHA.  The  program  could  make  public  housing  obsolete.  The  Director  men- 
tioned that  he  was  talking  to  various  organizations  about  being  the  non-profit 
sponsor  of  a development  in  Hanna-Creighton.  He  also  mentioned  that  there  are 
management  and  consulting  firms  which  will  come  out  to  advise  on  the  adminis- 
tration and  management  of  such  a development.  The  selected  non-profit  developer 
would  agree  to  purchase  all  of  the  property  west  of  Smith  Street  in  stages  upon 
its  availability. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  signed  sales  agreements  with  the  Fine 
Arts  Foundation,  the  City  and  the  County  have  been  sent  to  the  Chicago  Office 
of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development.  The  documents  were 
sent,  however,  without  the  proper  ordinance  by  the  City  Council  approving  the 
Mayor's  signature.  Such  an  ordinance  will  be  obtained  next  week  on  Tuesday, 

April  26,  1966. 
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It  was  announced  that  the  staff's  intention  is  to  let  a bid  for  the  demolition  of 
the  whole  Main  Street  project  area  at  one  time.  This  type  of  procedure  has 
two  advantages:  (1)  It  would  save  the  extra  administrative  costs  of  drawing 
up  several  sets  of  Contract  documents,  (2)  It  would  enable  us  to  get  a lower 
bid.  The  demolition  documents  for  such  a bid  would  provide  that  structures 
would  be  torn  down  upon  acquisition  of  a group  of  structures  by  the  Commission. 
The  Director  spoke  of  a local  engineer,  Mr.  Philip  Schnelker,  who  could  ad- 
vise on  the  specifications  and  do  the  inspection  work. 

THREE  RIVERS 

Bids  for  the  construction  of  relocated  Columbia  Street  would  be  opened  on 
April  26,  1966.  The  construction  of  this  new  Columbia  Street  will  definitely 
require  the  closing  of  the  Columbia  Street  Bridge  on  the  Maumee  River.  This 
conclusion  was  reached  during  a meeting  between  Mr.  Schacht,  members  of 
the  Board  of  Works,  the  Police  Department  and  the  Board  of  Safety. 

Cost  estimates  for  lighting  in  the  new  section  of  Columbia  Street  have  obtained 
from  an  engineer  from  City  Utilities.  This  lighting  system  consists  of  nine 
concrete  poles  with  bolt  down  bases  and  concrete  foundations.  The  lighting 
circuit  will  be  underground.  Six  of  the  poles  will  have  single  40  - 100  watt 
mercury  street  light  fixtures  and  the  other  three  poles  will  have  twin  mercury 
fixtures  and  the  other  three  poles  will  have  twin  mercury  fixtures.  The  install- 
ed cost  will  be  approximately  $8,  200.  00.  The  Vice-President  requested  to  see 
pictures  of  the  proposed  lighting  poles. 

ROLLING  MILL 

It  was  reported  that  on  Monday,  April  18,  at  9 A.M.  the  defendants  of  the  pro- 
posed condemnation  cases  were  to  have  filed  suits  if  they  were  going  to  contest 
the  constitutionally  of  the  project.  There  was  no  contest.  Also,  on  the  18th, 
Judge  Hartzler,  Superior  Court  3,  appointed  three  appraisers  who  are  LaMar, 
Mallough  and  Knake.  The  appraisal  will  be  one  value  agreed  by  all  three  ap- 
praisers and  the  report  must  be  completed  by  May  6.  Either  party,  the  con- 
demnee  or  the  condemnor,  could  refuse  the  price  the  judge  sets  and  elect  a 
trial  by  jury. 

It  was  announced  that  the  attorneys  have  the  proposed  documents  on  the  sale 
of  land  in  Project  I.  Next  week  a meeting  should  be  necessary  by  the  Com- 
mission to  authorize  the  sale  of  land  in  Project  I. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

Mr.  Ivan  McKathnie,  Controller,  informed  all  City  Departments  that  the  bud- 
get for  1967  must  be  submitted  to  his  office  by  May  15.  It  was  decided  that  a 
budget  would  be  prepared  by  Mr.  Schacht  and  be  reviewed  by  Mr.  Swager  prior 
to  its  presentation  to  the  Commission.

(e)  All  such  Local  Grants-in-Adi  in  the  form  of  deficiency  cash  grants  as, 
after  the  Gross  Project  Cost  and  the  Net  Project  Cost  have  been  deter- 
mined and  the  payment  of  all  costs  comprising  Item  1 of  Gross  Project 
Cost  has  been  duly  made  or  provided  for  and  all  other  Local  -Grants -in- 
Aid  applicable  to  the  Project  which  have  been  provided  have  been  determined, 
are  provided  with  respect  to  the  Project  to  meet  the  deficiency,  if  any,  in 
Local  Grants-in-Aid  in  connection  with  the  Project; 

(f)  All  accrued  interest,  if  any,  which  is  paid  to  the  Local  Public  Agency 

on  Project  Temporary  Loan  Notes  at  the  time  when  the  Government  takes 
up  and  pays  for  such  Project  Temporary  Loan  Notes; 

(g)  All  income  derived  from  the  investment  of  moneys  deposited  in  the  Pro- 
ject Temporary  Loan  Repayment  Fund;  and 

(h)  The  unexpended  balance,  if  any,  remaining  or  belonging  in  the  Project 
Expenditures  Account  after  all  costs  constituting  Item  1 of  Gross  Project 
Cost  have  been  paid. 

Section  5.  That  Project  Temporary  Loan  Notes  issued  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  Resolution  shall,  as  to  both  the  principal  thereof  and  the  interest  thereon, 
constitute  an  exclusive  first  Jien  and  charge  upon  the  funds  which,  by  the  terms

R-52  and 
is  herein  called  the  "Project")  includes  and  consists  of  all  undertakings  and 
activities  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  in  the  Urban  Renewal  Area,  in  accordance 
with  the  Plan  for  the  renewal  or  redevelopment  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area,  for 
the  elimination  and  for  the  prevention  of  the  development  or  spread  of  slums  and 
blight,  and,  to  the  extent  contemplated  by  said  Plan,  involves  slum  clearance 
and  redevelopment,  and  the  carrying  out  of  plans  for  a program  of  repair  and 
rehabilitation  of  buildings  or  other  improvements. 

Section  10.  That  the  land  area  of  the  Project  (herein  called  the"Urban  Re- 
newal Area")  is  situated  within  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  the 
boundaries  of  the  Urban  Renewal  Area  shall  be  as  described  in  the  Contract 
for  loan  and  grant. 

Section  11.  That  each  of  the  following  terms,  when  so  used  in  this  Resolution, 
shall,  unless  the  context  clearly  indicates  otherwise,  have  the  meaning  ascribed 
to  it  in  this  Section:

THREE  RIVERS 

The  award  for  the  construction  of  Columbia  Street  has  been  made  to  John 
Dehner,  Inc.,  in  the  amount  of  $46,  091.  14.  Construction  will  begin  June 
20,  1966,  at  which  time  the  Columbia  Street  Bridge  will  be  closed. 

ROLLING  MILL 

Commission  members  were  informed  that  we  had  been  unable  to  reach  an 
agreement  with  the  owner  and  tenant  of  the  Club  Manhattan  (Parcel  11-15). 

The  lessee  in  the  property  has  been  very  unreasonable  in  his  demands  for 
compensation.  It  is  the  staffs'  opinion  that  the  court  will  have  to  determine 
the  award. 

It  was  decided  that  Parcel  9-9  owned  by  Vasile  Moisica  would  also  have  to 
be  condemned.  The  Moisica  family  desires  $8,  000  for  the  property  whereas 
our  previous  offer  was  $7,  500. 

The  Commission  was  informed  that  the  opinion  has  been  obtained  from  the 
attorneys  on  the  Dunbar  property.  Parcel  9-11.  This  opinion  sites  problems 
since  there  has  been  a total  of  three  tax  sales  in  the  property.  It  is  felt,  how- 
ever, that  the  problems  can  be  resolved  shortly. 

City  Council  has  introduced  an  ordinance  to  vacate  a portion  of  the  alley  in 
Block  9.  Soon  the  Board  of  Works  will  hold  a hearing  on  the  proposal. 

The  sale  of  land  in  Project  I has  been  advertised.  Bids  for  the  sale  of  this 
land  will  be  open  on  May  25th  at  10:00  A.M.  A meeting  will  be  held  on  Thurs- 
day, May  12,  with  representatives  of  Joslyn  Stainless  Steel  Corporation  to  dis- 
cuss the  bid  requirements. 

The  Commission  was  informed  that  the  results  of  the  court  appraisal  of  the 
five  properties  in  condemnation  were  made  known  Friday,  May  6,  1966.  The 
five  pieces  of  property  were  valued  by  the  court  appraisers  at  $20,  600,  a re- 
duction of  $3,  250  from  our  offering  price  of  $23,  850. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  progress  of  land  acquisition  was  discussed.  As  was  reported  at  the  last 
Commission  meeting,  only  7 property  owners  have  signed  purchase  agreements. 
However,  very  shortly  more  agreements  are  expected. 
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A Resolution  was  presented  providing  for  the  investment  of  the  $35,  000  Good 
Faith  Depoist  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Fine  Arts  Foundation  in  United  States  Treas- 
ury Bills.  The  interest  on  this  money  would  be  paid  to  the  Fine  Arts  Foun- 
dation. It  was  moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  passed  that  the  attached 
Resolution  be  approved.

The  Executive  Director  related  to  the  Commission  that  several  of  the  pro- 
perty owners  expressed  dissatisfaction  with  the  offering  prices,  method 
of  negotiation  and  other  things  to  the  Mayor.  In  the  light  of  this,  it  was 
suggested  that  we  hold  a meeting  with  property  owners  after  receipt  of 
the  money  from  the  Federal  Government. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

It  was  stated  that  the  attorneys  promised  to  complete  their  review  of  the 
demolition  documents  by  Friday,  May  13,  1966.  These  documents  provide 
for  the  demolition  of  75  structures.  At  least  25  more  structures  can  now 
be  added  to  the  demolition  list. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  on  a property  (Parcel  20-16)  owned  by 
Mr.  Alfred  Topp  which  is  being  purchased  on  land  contract  by  Mrs.  Bernice 
James.  Mrs.  James  purchased  this  porperty  in  1959  for  $9,  500  with  $1,  000 
down  and  7%  interest.  To  date  she  has  paid  $2,  800  on  principal  and  $2,  800 
on  interest  payments,  or  a total  of  $5,  600.  Our  offering  price  for  this  pro- 
perty is  $4,  700.  An  effort  was  made  to  talk  to  the  attorney  for  Mr.  Topp 
to  see  if  he  would  agree  to  discount  the  amount  of  the  contract.  He  refused. 
Mr.  Topp  is  just  about  to  the  point  of  evicting  Mrs.  James  because  she  has 
refused  to  make  further  payments  on  the  Land  Contract.  The  Commissioners 
were  unanimously  in  favor  of  insittuting  condemnation  proceedings  on  ;this 
case.  It  is  felt  that  the  court  would  award  just  compensation  to  Mrs.  James. 

Mr.  Cooper,  owner  of  Parcel  14-1,  containing  two  multi-family  structures, 
has  requested  that  we  write  a letter  to  Chicago  and  ask  permission  to  offer 
$5,  100  for  the  property  instead  of  the  previously  concurred  in  price  of 
$4,  100.  After  considerable  discussion  of  Mr.  Cooper’s  proposal,  it  was 
decided  that  the  Executive  Director  would  ask  Mr.  Cooper  if  he  would  be  will- 
ing to  write  a letter  to  Chicago  himself.  If  Mr.  Cooper  would  be  unwilling, 
further  discussion  by  the  Commission  would  take  place  at  the  next  meeting. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 


It  was  brought  out  that  very  shortly  the  Federal  Government  was  going  to 
require  us  to  deposit  our  Cash-Grant-in- Aid  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  project 
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account.  Because  of  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  a bond  issue.  This 
Bond  Issue  would  be  in  an  amount  of  approximately  $1,  700,  000  to  take  care 
of  requirements  both  in  Main  Street  and  Hanna-Creighton.  Further  details 
on  the  effect  of  this  bond  issue  in  increased  tax  assessments  will  be  sought 
before  the  proposal  on  the  bond  issue  would  be  presented  to  the  Commission

THIS  AGREEMENT,  entered  into  this  27th  day  of  May,  1966,  by  and  be- 
tween City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Department  of  Redevelopment  (herein  called 
the  "Local  Public  Agency"),  a duly  organized  and  existing  public  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  of  the  State  of  Indiana  and  Lincoln  National  Bank  and 
Trust  Company  (herein  called  "Bank"),  located  at  116  East  Berry  Street, 

Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 

WITNESSETH: 

WHEREAS,  the  Local  Public  Agency  is  undertaking  a certain  project,  de- 
signated Project  No.  Ind.  R-52,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a certain  contract 
(which,  together  with  all  amendments,  supplements  and  waivers,  is  herein 
called  the  "Loan  and  Grant  Contract")  with  the  United  States  of  America  act- 
ing by  and  through  the  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Housing  & Urban  De- 
velopment, under  the  terms  which  the  United  States  of  America  has  agreed 
to  make  certain  Federal  financial  assistance  available  to  the  Local  Public 
Agency  with  respect  to  such  Project: 

NOW  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  mutual  covenants  hereinafter 
set  forth,  the  parties  hereto  do  agree  as  follows: 

1.  The  Bank  is  and  shall  continue  to  be  a member  of  the  Federal  Deposit 
Insurance  Corporation  as  long  as  this  Agreement  is  in  force  and  effect. 

2.  The  Bank  shall  honor  any  directive  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  to  pur- 
chase or  convert  to  cash,  through  collection  on  maturity  or  sale  prior  to 
maturity,  investment  securities  acquired  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Public 
Agency  pursuant  to  Paragraph  3,  if  necessary  funds  are  made  available 
and  if  such  directive  is  related  to  the  above-numbered  Project  and  is 
signed  on  behalf  of  the  Local  Public  Agency  by  an  officer  thereof  who  is 
designated  by  resolution  of  the  Local  Public  Agency,  and  if  a certified 
copy  of  such  resolution  shall  have  been  furnished  the  Bank  by  the  Local 
Public  Agency. 

3.  The  Bank  shall  purchase  with  funds  furnished  by  the  Local  Public  Agency 
and  shall  convert  to  cash,  through  collection  or  sale,  investment  securities 
as  the  Local  Public  Agency  may  direct.  Such  securities  shall  be  held  by  or 
under  the  direction  of  the  Bank  in  safekeeping  for  the  account  of  the  Local 
Public  Agency  until  converted  to  cash  through  collection  on  maturity  or  sale 
prior  to  maturity.  The  proceeds  from  the  conversion  of  such  securities  to 
cash  shall  be  deposited  as  directed  by  the  Local  Public  Agency. 

4.  The  Bank  is  not  obligated  to  be  familiar  with,  and  shall  not  be  charged 
with  knowledge  of,  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  and  Grant  Contract,  and  shall 
be  under  no  duty  to  investigate  or  determine  whether  any  action  taken  by  the 
Local  Public  Agency  in  respect  of  the  accounts  or  funds  of  the  Local  Public 
Agency  in  connection  with  said  Project  is  consistent  with  or  is  authorized  by 
the  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  or  whether  the  Local  Public  Agency  or  the  United 
States  of  America  is  in  default  under  the  provisions  of  the  Loan  and  Grant  Con- 
tract. The  Bank  shall  be  fully  justified  in  accepting  and  acting  upon,  without 
investigation,  any  certificate,  notice,  or  directive  furnished  it  pursuant  to 

the  provisions  of  this  Agreement  and  which  the  Bank  shall  in  good  faith  believe 
to  have  been  duly  authorized  and  executed  on  behalf  of  the  party  in  whose  name 
the  same  purports  to  have  been  made  or  executed. 
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5.  The  rights  and  duties  of  the  Bank  under  this  Agreement  shall  not  be 
transferred  or  assigned  by  the  Bank  without  the  prior  written  approval  of 
the  Local  Public  Agency.  This  Agreement  may  be  terminated  by  either 
party  hereto  upon  sixty  days  written  notice  to  the  other  party. 

6.  This  Agreement  may  be  executed  in  three  counterparts,  each  of  which 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  an  original,  and  such  counterparts  shall  constitute  one 
and  the  same  instrument. 

IN  WITNESS  WHEREOF,  the  Local  Public  Agency  and  the  Bank  have  caused 
this  Agreement  to  be  executed  in  their  respective  names  and  their  respective 
seals  to  be  impressed  hereon  and  attested  all  as  of  the  date  and  year  above 
written.

Mr.  Schacht  explained  that  he  thought  at  this  time  only  Parcels  4-21  and 
4-22  had  had  firm  and  definite  refusals  of  our  offering  price.  The  attached 
Resolution  was  then  presented  which  authorized  condemnation  of  these  two 
parcels.

The  Commission  members  were  informed  of  the  results  of  the  bid  opening 
for  demolition  in  the  Rolling  Mill  project.  The  bids  were  as  follows:

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  he  had  spoken  to  an  official  of  L.I. 
Griffin  and  they  had  agreed  to  go  out  into  the  project  immediately  after  the 
award  of  the  bid.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  passed  that  the 
bid  be  awarded  to  L.  I.  Griffin  & Sons  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  in  the  amount 
of  $9,  992. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  a letter  had  been  sent  out  to  Joslyn 
Manufacturing  & Supply  Company  of  Fort  Wayne  to  allow  them  to  take  soil 
test  borings  in  Project  I.  The  Commission  felt  that  we  should  make  sure 
that  the  borings  do  not  bother  residents  remaining  in  Project  I. 

A letter  was  read  which  was  sent  out  to  the  five  principal  parties  involved 
in  the  five  condemnation  cases  in  Project  I.  The  letter  informed  them  that 
they  must  vacate  the  premises  by  July  8,  1966. 

It  was  announced  that  a petition  for  the  condemnation  of  the  Club  Manhattan 
was  filed  Tuesday,  June  28,  1966,  in  Superior  Court  No.  3. 

The  Executive  Director  explained  to  the  Commission  that  the  property  we 
purchased  from  the  Westfield  Temple  Church  in  Christ  located  on  Parcel 
11-10  was  still  being  occupied  by  the  church;  however,  they  have  signed  a 
proposition  to  purchase  another  church.  We  closed  on  the  property  May 
20,  1966,  verbally  telling  them  they  had  60  days  before  they  must  move. 

Since  this  is  the  case,  on  July  20,  they  are  required  to  move.  Mr.  Schacht 
asked  permission  for  the  Commission  to  send  out  a letter  to  the  church  re- 
quiring them  to  vacate  the  property  on  July  20th.  This  request  was  approved. 

It  was  announced  that  a petition  was  presented  to  the  Board  of  Works  and 
the  City  Engineering  Department  on  the  vacation  of  the  two  streets  and 
three  alleys  in  Project  I of  Rolling  Mill. 

The  four  families  involved  in  condemnation  were  discussed.  Mr.  Ed  Elkins 
and  Mr.  Robert  Waltke  have  been  contacting  Mrs.  Dickey  and  the  Workman, 
Rogers  and  Bliahu  families  almost  daily.  They  have  personally  delivered 
letters  to  inform  them  that  they  had  to  vacate  the  property  by  July  8,  1966. 

The  staff  has  been  diligently  seeking  houses  for  referral  purposes.  It  was 
reported  that  Mr.  Workman  has  been  very  cooperative.  It  is  possible  to 
move  Mrs.  Dickey  in  Public  Housing  as  a unit  will  be  available  July  2nd. 
Rogers  and  Bliahu  families  have  not  been  cooperative.  Mrs.  Rogers  states 
that  we  will  have  to  carry  her  out.  There  is  the  possibility  of  moving  the 
Bliahu  and  Rogers  families  into  empty  houses  in  Project  II. 

It  was  announced  that  Mr.  Kraus,  attorney,  is  working  on  a disposition  agree- 
ment that  can  be  entered  into  with  the  Joslyn  Manufacturing  & Supply  Company 
for  the  sale  of  land  in  Project  I. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

The  Commission  was  informed  of  the  progress  in  acquisition  and  demolition 
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in  Hanna-Creighton.  Presently  we  have  215  properties  closed,  claims  in  the 
Controller's  office  on  32  properties,  opinions  from  the  attorney  on  35  properties 
and  24  properties  in  processing  by  the  abstract  companies.  This  makes  a total 
of  306  agreements  presently  signed  by  Hanna-Creighton  property  owners.  Also, 
it  was  announced  that  the  demolition  documents  are  almost  prepared  for  the  de- 
molition approximately  156  properties  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  The  attor- 
neys have  just  given  approval  as  to  these  demolition  documents.

The  attached  Resolution  authorizing  the  condemnation  of  Lots  33  and  34  in 
Commercial  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Parcel  11-15,  Club  Man- 
hattan, was  introduced.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  approved 
that  the  attached  Resolution  be  adopted.

The  Executive  Director  gave  a progress  report  on  the  acquisition  of  property 
in  Blocks/and  4 in  Main  Street.  He  stated  that  definite  rejections  of  our  of- 
fering price  had  been  received  from  the  owners  of  Parcels  3-4,  3-5,  3-11  and 
Parcels  4-9,  4-10  and  4-17.  We  have  22  agreements  thus  far  in  these  two 
blocks  proposed  for  the  City-County  Building,  two  parcels  are  already  in  con- 
demnation and  15  parcels,  for  which  we  have  not  yet  obtained  a definite  re- 
jection from  the  property  owner,  are  in  limbo. 

The  attached  Resolution  which  authorizes  condemnation  of  the  above-cited  six 
parcels  was  introduced.  A motion  was  then  made  and  seconded  and  unanimously 
passed  to  approve  the  attached  Resolution  as  presented. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

It  was  announced  that  on  this  coming  Saturday,  July  16,  1966,  the  first  legal 
notice  for  the  Invitation  of  Bids  for  the  demolition  of  138  properties  in  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  area  will  be  published.  This  legal  notice  will  also  be  published  on 
July  23,  1966,  and  bid  opening  will  be  at  10:00  A.M.,  August  4,  1966. 

The  President  brought  out  that  Councilman  Buchanan  has  been  complaining  about 
tall  weeds  and  grass  and  that  this  matter  should  be  taken  care  of  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

Mr.  Walker  stated  that  Mr.  Cooper,  owner  of  property  in  the  Hanna-Creighton 
area,  had  been  calling  him  as  to  when  we  can  give  him  a definite  offer  on  his 
property.  It  was  explained  that  a definite  determination  as  to  his  eligibility 
for  the  business  relocation  displacement  payment  of  $2,  500  has  not  been  made. 

He  has  three  businesses.  He  reports  eligibility  on  all  three,  however,  he  does 
not  have  tax  records  to  back  this  up.  We  have  written  the  IRS  in  Indianapolis  to 
obtain  varification  of  his  income. 

Mr.  Schacht  reported  that  acquisition  in  Hanna-Creighton  is  progressing.  We 
have  a total  of  314  agreements  with  property  owners  of  which  225  are  closed. 
Claims  are  presently  in  the  Controllers  office  on  32  additional  parcels. 

The  James-Topp  case  was  again  discussed.  Mr.  Schacht  related  that  Mrs. 

James  will  be  evicted  from  her  house  very  shortly.  Since  we  do  not  own  this 
property,  we  cannot  prevent  the  eviction.  Mrs.  James  has  not  paid  on  her  land 
contract  since  last  October  and  she  owes  $500  more  on  the  land  contract  than  our 
offering  price  of  $4,  200.  Mrs.  James  refuses  to  move  and  she  threatens  to  shoot 
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anyone  who  comes  to  evict  her.  It  was  recommended  by  the  Commission 
that  a press  converence  be  held  prior  to  the  eviction  of  Mrs.  James  to  ex- 
plain that  we  could  not  prevent  the  eviction. 

A proposed  sponsor  of  FHA  Section  221  (d)  (3)  multi-family  housing  has  con- 
tacted Mr.  Schacht  and  stated  that  they  would  like  to  be  the  developer  of  the 
residential  land  in  the  Hanna -Creighton  area.  At  this  time,  they  wished 
their  name  to  be  kept  silent  until  further  details  of  their  porposed  develop- 
ment have  been  worked  out. 

ROLLING  MILL 

The  Executive  Director  explained  that  the  four  property  owners  (Bliahu, 
Dickey,  Workman  and  Rogers)  involved  in  our  condemnation  suit  had  met 
last  night  with  their  attorney,  Mr.  Alex  Campbell;  he  advised  them  all  not 
to  move  out  voluntarily  for  the  Redevd.  opment  Commission,  even  though 
we  have  possession  of  their  property.  They  were  told  to  have  the  sheriff 
physically  evict  them  and  that  news  media  be  invited  for  the  event.  The 
Redevelopment  Commission  staff  had  been  working  with  all  four  of  these 
property  owners  and  it  looked  as  though  they  would  move  out  voluntarily. 
Today,  however,  all  four  families  stated  that  they  would  not  cooperate. 

The  Redevelopment  Commission  felt  here,  also,  a news  conference  should 
be  held  prior  to  evicting  these  people. 

It  was  announced  that  the  demolition  contractor,  L.I.  Griffin,  had  been 
out  in  the  area  and  has  demolished  two  structures. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

Rev.  Frank  Lansing  presented  a list  of  proposed  recommendations  which 
he  would  like  to  have  the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  act  upon.  These 
covered  such  points  as  recommending  100-500  units  of  low-cost  rental  housing 
units  in  Fort  Wayne  and  trash  pick-up  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  The 
Commission  members  felt  that  these  were  the  t pes  of  recommendations  that 
the  Citizens  Advisory  Committee  should  be  acting  upon. 

A memorandum  sent  out  by  the  Executive  Director  dealing  with  a necessary 
Bond  Issue  that  will  have  to  be  held  in  the  future  was  discussed.  No  partic- 
ular decision  was  reached  on  the  proposed  Bond  Issue  except  that  at  the  next 
meeting  it  will  discussed  further. 


The  proposed  1967  salary  schedule  was  discussed.  The  Controller's  office 
and  the  Mayor's  office  previously  suggested  a proposed  salary  schedule  for 
1967.  The  Administration's  proposed  salary  schedule  and  the  salary 
schedule  approved  by  the  RedeveLopment  Commission  was  different.  It  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Redevelopment  Commission  that  we  should  explain  to  the 
City  Administration  that  it  is  the  Commission's  perrogative  to  approve 
salaries  for  their  staff  and  not  the  City  Administration's.

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  bid  opening  for  the  demolition  of  138 
principal  structures  in  Hanna -Creighton  area  would  be  tomorrow  morning, 
Thursday,  at  10:00  A.M.  So  far,  12  firms,  4 local  and  8 out-of-town,  have 
picked  up  contract  documents. 

Commission  members  were  informed  that  the  weed  cutting  program  was  pro- 
gressing in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  Five  students  have  been  hired  to  cut 
weeds  with  rented  mowing  equipment. 

It  was  announced  that  acquisition  was  progressing  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area. 
There  are  322  agreements;  of  these  247  have  been  closed.  At  this  time  we  have 
approximately  75%  of  the  residential  parcels  under  agreement. 

The  Commission  inquired  as  to  any  thing  new  to  report  on  progress  with  the 
proposed  developer  for  the  project.  It  was  reported  that  they  are  working  on 
proposals  for  submission  to  FHA  for  approval  as  to  feasibility. 

The  Commission  members  studied  a map  of  the  proposed  demolition  work  which 
showed  the  structures  to  be  razed.  Mr.  Schacht  proposed  that  in  some  areas 
where  at  least  three  lots  could  be  cleared,  a playground  be  developed.  These 
playgrounds  would  be  equipped  with  inexpensive  equipment  which  could  be  im- 
provized  by  the  Hanna-Creighton  Neighborhood  Association  or  provided  volun- 
tarily by  various  agencies.  The  Executive  Director  said  that  he  had  contacted 
Bill  Williams  of  the  Economic  Opportunity  Council  who  stated  that  he  would  soon 
have  a full-time  person  who  could  help  supervise  the  recreation  areas.  A meet- 
ing will  be  held  shortly  with  project  area  residents  to  discuss  this  idea  and  get 
support. 

Dr.  H.  L.  Pearson,  newly  appointed  Trustee,  was  introduced  to  all  present. 

Dr.  Pearson  was  also  given  material  on  Urban  Renewal  to  study. 

The  attached  Resolution  authorizing  the  submission  of  a requisition  for  Project 
Capital  Grant  and  Relocation  Grant  Payments  was  introduced  and  read.  It  was 
moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  passed  that  the  attached  Resolution  be  approved. 

THREE  RIVERS 

It  was  announced  that  Columbia  Street  was  soon  to  be  completed.  Only  curbs 
and  sidewalks  remain  to  be  constructed. 
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The  first  floor  building  of  the  Three  Rivers  apartment  complex  should  be  up 
to  the  14th  floor  by  October  1st. 

MAIN  STREET 


It  was  announced  that  84%  of  the  land  area  in  Blocks  3 & 4 are  under  contract 
or  agreement;  however,  it  is  flet  that  it  is  necessary  to  authorize  condemna- 
tion on  all  the  remaining  parcels  in  Blocks  3 and  4 not  already  under  condem- 
nation or  agreement.  The  Executive  Director  then  introduced  a Resolution 
authorizing  the  condemnation  of  the  remaining  parcels  which  are  3-5,  4-13, 
4-14  & 4-15,  and  4-16.  It  was  moved,  seconded  and  unanimously  passed 
that  the  attached  Resolution  be  approved  as  read.

It  was  announced  by  the  Executive  Director  that  HUD  reduced  our  Loan  Re- 
quisition from  $3,  800,  000  to  $1,  800,  000.  The  reduction  was  caused  by  their 
putting  us  on  a six  month  loan  requisition  period  rather  than  a 12  month  period 
as  originally  requested.  Apparently  banks  are  not  bidding  on  loan  notes  over 
a year  period  because  of  the  continuing  rising  interest  rate.  Banks  prefer 
to  invest  for  shorter  periods  of  time.  On  August  2,  1966,  our  advertisement 
for  bids  on  loan  notes  was  published  in  the  Daily  Bond  Buyer.  Bid  opening 
will  be  at  12  noon  at  the  Controller's  office  on  August  16,  1966.  Mr.  Schacht 
introduced  and  read  a Resolution  which  authorized  the  Executive  Director 
to  telegram  the  successful  bidder  right  after  the  bid  opening.  It  was  moved 
seconded  and  unanimously  passed  that  the  attached  Resolution  be  approved. 

ROLLING  MILL 

At  this  time  only  the  Club  Manhattan  and  the  Moisica  family  are  present  in 
Project  I of  the  Rolling  Mill  area.  The  Moisica  family  is  building  a , new  house 
on  Ontario  Street  which  is  to  be  completed  at  the  same  time  he  is  to  vacate  his 
present  dwelling. 

A map  was  shown  of  the  acquisition  progress  in  Project  II.  Thus  far  out  of 
9 7 parcels,  agreements  have  been  obtained  on  52. 

The  proposed  vacationof  streets  was  discussed.  On  Thursday,  August  4,  a 
legal  notice  will  be  published  in  both  papers  for  the  vacation  of  McKinley  Street 
between  Beadell  and  Johnson  Street.  The  public  hearing  by  the  Plan  Commission 
will  be  held  on  August  15,  1966. 

The  Executive  Director  asked  the  Commission  for  its  approval  for  the  Board  of 
Works  to  pass  a Resolution  for  the  proposed  vacation  of  Beadell  Street  and 
Graeter  Street  and  the  three  alleys  in  Project  I at  the  same  time  that  they  hold 
a public  hearing  and  pass  a Resolution  for  McKinley  Street.  It  was  felt  this  pro- 
posal would  be  acceptable  as  Ion  g as  the  Board  of  Works  was  willing  to  send  a 
letter  to  Joslyn  Stainless  Company  to  authorize  construction  of  the  buildings  even 
though  the  street  vacations  have  not  been  fully  completed. 

The  President  informed  other  members  of  the  Commission  that  on  Friday  at 
4 P.  M„  a meeting  will  be  held  in  Judge  Hartzler's  office  in  regard  to  the  Club 
Manhattan.  Apparently  the  attorney  for  the  Leasee  of  the  Club  Manhattan,  Mr. 
McCain,  believes  that  he  can  protest  our  right  to  acquire  the  property ttirough 
the  right  of  eminent  domain.  Judge  Hartzler,  we  are  informed,  feels  differently. 
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If  the  project  area  residents  do  not  remonstrate  10  days  after  the  public 
hearing,  they  apparently  cannot  remonstrate  or  sue  on  the  basis  of  legality 
of  the  project  again.

HA  NN A - C R BIG  HT  ON 

On  August  4,  1966,  the  Commission  opened  bids  for  the  demolition  of  138 
structures  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  The  lowest  bidder  being  the  Warner 
Wrecking  Company  of  Elkhart,  Indiana,  the  attached  Resolution  was  presented  to 
award  the  contract  for  demolition  to  Warner  Wrecking  Company  and  to  provide 
for  the  execution  of  the  demolition  agreement  by  the  President  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Commission.  After  a motion  was  duly  made  and  seconded,  the  attached 
Resolution  was  unanimously  approved. 

It  was  announced  that  Warner  Wrecking  Company  is  anxious  to  begin  demolition, 
however,  they  have  to  provide  such  things  as  certificates  of  insurances  before 
they  can  begin. 

It  was  brought  out  that  thus  far  334  agreements  have  been  signed  and  of  these 
263  have  been  closed. 

MAIN  STREET 

On  August  16,  1966,  a bid  opening  was  held  for  the  sale  of  $1,  800,  000  in  Pre- 
liminary Loan  Notes.  Unfortunately,  however,  because  of  the  tight  money  mar- 
ket, no  bids  were  received.  Although  we  cannot  now  borrow  on  the  private  mar- 
ket, we  can,  as  provided  in  our  Loan  and  Grant  Contract  with  theFederal  Govern- 
ment, borrow  directly  from  the  Department  of  Housing  & Urban  Development  at 
an  interest  rate  of  4 1/8  percent. 

It  was  reported  that  of  the  remaining  parcels  to  be  closed  in  Blocks  3 and  4 all 
are  now  out  of  the  Abstract  Companies  and  the  attorneys  have  them  under  review. 

An  amendment  to  the  contract  with  S.  M.  Dix  for  appraisals  of  irremovable  fix- 
tures was  presented  for  approval.  This  amendment  increased  the  maximum  com- 
pensation by  $ 133,  27  from  $ 12,  246. 00  to  $ 12,  379.  27.  It  was  moved,  seconded 
and  unanimously  passed  that  the  amendment  to  the  contract  be  approved. 

The  Executive  Director  said  that  on  Monday,  August  22,  1966,  the  appraisals 
on  the  Replogle  and  Tsiguloff  parcels  in  Main  Street  were  supposed  to  have 
been  completed  and  submitted  to  the  court.  Judge  Hartzler,  however,  gave 
the  appraisers  an  extension  to  Monday,  August  29,  at  1:30  P.M.;on  that  day 
we  should  hear  the  amount  the  court  has  appraised  the  Replogle  and  Tsiguloff 
parcels . 
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ROLLING  MILL 


The  Executive  Director  contacted  Mr.  Ruchman,  owner  of  Parcel  4-1,  and 
informed  him  of  the  approved  offering  price  on  his  property.  Mr.  Ruchman 
stated  that  he  was  shocked,  however,  he  would  meet  with  the  Director  at  a 
later  date,  possibly  at  the  end  of  this  week,  to  discuss  the  matter  again. 

Joslyn  Stainless  Steel  Company  announced  that  they  want  the  total  project 
as  soon  as  possible.  In  fact,  based  on  their  attorney's  advise,  they  have 
declined  to  go  ahead  with  the  development  in  Project  I until  Project  II  is  avail- 
able. They  feel  that  they  would  not  be  on  safe  ground  to  develop  an  expensive 
Steel  Mill  on  Project  I unless  they  are  sure  that  they  will  definitely  own  land  in 
Project  II.  At  this  time,  however,  we  have  barely  enough  cash  to  meet  our 
present  commitments  in  Project  II,  much  less  to  complete  acquisition  this 
year. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 

To  meet  our  obligations,  it  is  necessary  for  the  Redevelopment  Commission 
to  have  a Bond  Issue  as  soon  as  possible.  It  is  estimated  that  the  completion 
of  the  Bond  Issue  could  take  3 or  4 months.  A petition  would  be  involved  for 
which  an  excess  of  50  names  would  be  required.  Commission  members  sug- 
gested that  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  Central  Labor  Council,  Chamber  of 
Commerce  and  other  similar  organizations  be  contacted  to  circulate  the  peti- 
tion. Mr.  Schacht  mentioned  that  we  have  the  alternatives  of  going  on  a levy 
of  8 1/2  cents  per  hundred  dollar  valuation  to  be  paid  off  during  a 10  year  per- 
iod of  a 5 cent  levy  to  be  amortized  over  a 20  year  period.  The  Commission 
members  felt  that  Mr.  McCord  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  should  be  contacted 
for  his  opinion  on  the  best  method  for  amortizing  the  notes.  It  was  also  brought 
out  in  regard  to  the  bonds  that  the  tax  return  from  Redevelopment  projects  should 
be  used  as  a sales  point  to  the  community. 

Another  meeting  will  be  held  in  two  weeks  on  September  7,  1966,  however,  if 
need  be,  a meeting  could  be  called  for  next  Wednesday.

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

The  Commission  members  were  informed  that  Warner  Wrecking  Company 
has  their  trucks  and  equipment  in  the  project  area  prepared  to  begin  demo- 
lition of  structures;  however,  we  will  not  release  the  buildings  to  them  un- 
til they  provide  certificates  from  the  insurance  company  confirming  public 
liability  and  property  damage  coverage.  In  addition  we  are  waiting  for  a 
certificate  from  the  Industrial  Board  of  the  State  of  Indiana  confirming  com- 
pliance with  the  Indiana  Workmen's  Compensation  Act. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  two  proposed  methods  of  letting  a demolition  contract  were  discussed. 

One  method  would  be  to  invite  bids  for  a section  at  a time.  Another  method 
would  be  to  advertize  for  demolition  of  the  whole  project  with  buildings  to  be 
released  as  we  acquire  them.  Mr.  Schacht  said  he  would  discuss  the  two  al- 
ternatives with  local  demolition  contractors  for  their  recommendations. 

A possible  new  non-cash  grant-in-aid  was  brought  out  at  the  meeting.  It  was 
felt  by  the<^irector  that  we  could  receive  a credit  for  the  new  City-County 
parking  garage  to  be  constructed  in  the  project  area.  The  total  cost  of  the 
parking  garage  will  be  approximately  $800,  000.  Our  present  requirements 
for  cash  to  be  put  in  the  project  are  $800,  000.  If  we  could  receive  a 100% 
credit  for  the  parking  garage  as  a non-cash  grant-in-aid,  our  cash  require- 
ments would  be  reduced  to  an  amount  of  approximately  $200,  000.  Mr.  Schacht 
said  he  was  going  to  discuss  this  matter  with  City  Planning  Associates  of 
Mishawaka,  Indiana,  and  the  Chicago  Regional  Office. 

ROLLING  MILL 

A map  of  the  proposed  development  by  Joslyn  Stainless  Steel  Company  was 
shown  to  Commission  members.  This  map  showed  part  of  the  engine  equip- 
ment in  the  factory  extending  out  on  Berghoff  Street  making  it  necessary  to 
vacate  Berghoff.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  we  have  not  yet  acquired  property 
to  the  West  of  Berghoff  in  Project  II,  a notice  of  the  vacation  will  be  in  both 
newspapers  on  Friday,  September  9,  and  on  September  19  a public  hearing 
will  be  held  by  the  City  Plan  Commission  at  City  Hall  at  7:30  P.M. 

Mr.  Schacht  said  that  he  had  discussed  the  acquisition  price  of  Parcel  4-1 
with  Mr.  Krel,  the  lessee,  and  Mr.  Ruchman,  property  owner.  Both  par- 
ties were  not  satisfied  with  the  acquisition  price;  however,  they  would  dis- 
cuss the  matter  further  at  a later  date.  The  owner  of  Parcel  4-2  was  also 
in  the  office  to  discuss  the  acquisition  and  expressed  dissatisfaction. 
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A meeting  will  be  held  tomorrow,  September  8,  at  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
merce with  the  representatives  of  Joslyn  Stainless  Steel  Company,  Fred 
Ehrman  of  the  Board  of  Works  and  Commission  members  who  care  to  at- 
tend.

HANNA  -CREIGHTON 


The  Executive  Director  announced  that  Warner  Wrecking  Company  has  begun 
demolition  and  has  razed  11  structures  to  date.  Mr.  Earl  Whitehurst  met 
with  Mr.  Schacht  recently  and  stated  that  Warner  Wrecking  Company  was  not 
unionized.  Mr.  Schacht  informed  Mr.  Whitehurst  that  he  could  not  require 
Mr.  Warner  to  hire  union  empbyees.  Mr.  Whitehurst  is  apparently  applying 
pressure  on  Warner  Wrecking  to  go  union. 

At  the  next  meeting,  tenatively  planned  for  October  12,  the  representatives  of 
the  proposed  non-profit  developer  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal  Pro- 
ject will  be  invited  to  explain  their  progress  in  preparing  for  redevelopment. 

Acquisition  is  progressing  slower  these  days.  We  have  had  341  agreements 
out  of  which  272  have  been  closed. 


Mr.  Schacht  announced  that  Mr.  Cooper  is  prepared  to  sell  his  rental  pro- 
perties located  on  Parcel  14-1. 

The  question  was  brought  up  as  to  the  progress  of  the  Fort  Wayne  Housing 
Authority  in  obtaining  additional  public  housing.  Mr.  Schacht  related  that 
little  or  no  progress  was  being  made  and  that  it's  very  difficult  to  relocate 
families  without  additional  public  housing  because  of  the  extremely  low-income 
families  present  in  the  area.  An  example  was  given  of  Mrs.  Gladys  Sewell. 

Mrs.  Sewell  rents  from  Mr.  Ralph  Markee  of  2028  East  Pontiac  Street.  The 
home  reeks  with  rats  and  is  very  substandard.  There  is  no  hot  water  in  the  house 
and  no  knobs  attached  to  the  fixtures  in  the  bathroom.  The  family  uses  a pair  of 
pliers  to  turn  on  the  water.  The  pipes  in  the  basement  leak  and  the  landlord  is 
complaining  that  the  Sewell  family  does  not  pay  the  rent.  There  are  three  children 
and  seven  grandchildren  in  the  family  ranging  from  the  age  of  one  month  to  19 
years.  The  husband  is  presently  serving  time  in  prison.  The  family  makes 
approximately  $200.00  per  month  including  welfare  payments.  The  Commis- 
sioners suggested  that  our  relocation  problems  be  given  to  the  newspaper  for 
public  consumption. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  we  have  11  parcels  signed  in  the  area 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Building. 

The  President  and  the  Executive  Director  spoke  to  the  Mayor  about  providing 
a parking  garage  which  would  consist  of  an  underground  and  ground  floor  park- 
ing structure,  the  cost  of  Main  Street  would  be  little  or  nothing  as  far  as  additional  cast 
required  for  our  local  share  of  project  costs.  The  City  Administration  was  not 
interested  in  providing  the  parking  garage  in  as  much  as  an  additional  Bond  Issue 
would  be  required. 
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The  zoning  regulations  require  that  approximately  500  spaces  of  parking 
would  be  provided  for  the  City-County  Building.  The  City  plans  to  put  in 
approximately  135  spaces. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  the  architect  for  the  new  City-County 
Building,  Strauss  Associates,  Inc.,  would  not  have  his  plans  completed  until 
June  of  1967  at  the  very  earliest. 

The  relocation  of  the  Pulmor  Belt  Company  located  in  the  area  of  the  new 
City-County  Building  where  we  would  demolish  first  is  proving  to  be  a real 
relocation  problem;  however,  we  are  constantly  looking  for  a suitable,  vacant 
building  for  relocation  purposes. 

ROLLING  MILL 

The  attached  resolution  was  introduced  which  authorized  the  condemnation  of 
Parcels  8-12  and  10-11,  10-12  & 10-13.  After  a motion  duly  made  and  second- 
ed the  resolution  was  unanimously  approved. 

A Resolution  was  introduced  authorizing  the  signing  of  the  Project  Agreement 
with  the  Joslyn  Manufacturing  and  Supply  Company.  After  a motion  duly  made 
and  seconded,  the  attached  Resolution  was  unanimously  approved. 

The  President  and  the  Secretary  signed  a document  which  will  be  sent  to  the 
Board  of  Public  Works  waiving  the  Commission's  right  to  a Public  Hearing 
on  the  vacation  of  McKinley  Street. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  on  Monday,  September  26,  the  City 
Plan  Commission  will  act  on  the  vacation  of  Berghoff  Street.  On  the  fol- 
lowing day.  City  Council  will  act  on  the  vacation. 

Rolling  Mill  Project  II  is  progressing  well.  Out  of  94  parcels  agreements 
have  been  signed  on  68  parcels. 

The  Executive  Director  met  with  Mr.  Ruchman,  owner,  and  Mr.  Krell, 
lessee,  of  Parcel  4-1.  Both  parties  were  not  satisfied  with  our  offer  and 
said  that  they  will  present  a counter  offer  very  shortly. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  that  he  was  delaying  the  deposit  of  money 
in  court  in  connection  with  the  Smeltzer /Helm  property  until  after  the  New 
Year.  There  has  been  no  appeal  on  this  property;  therefore  we  could  purchase 
the  property  immediately;  however,  we  could  use  the  $20,  000  elsewhere  at  this 
time. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 


The  Executive  Director  said  that  a Bill  was  before  Congress  at  this  time  to 
allow  a credit  to  cities  for  public  or  non-profit  buildings  located  in  Urban 
Renewal  project  areas.  This  Bill  would  allow  a Five  Million  Dollar  Non-Cash 
Grant-in-Aid  credit  that  could  be  pooled  with  future  projects.  This  means  that 
we  could  undertake  Twenty  Million  Dollars  worth  of  projects  at  no  cost  to  the 
city  in  the  future. 


A short  meeting  will  be  necessary  in  the  near  future  to  approve  a Loan  Re- 
quisition to  DHUD  to  take  care  of  our  cash  needs  for  the  next  three  months 
in  the  Main  Street  project.

Swager  then  moved  the  adoption  of  the  Resolution  as  introduced  and  read. 
Mr.  Scott  seconded  the  motion,  and,  on  roll  call,  the  following  voted

The  President  thereupon  declared  the  motion  carried  and  the  Resolution 
adopted  as  introduced  and  read. 

HANNA -CREIGHTON 

Representatives  of  the  proposed-iji^^profit  sponsor  of  a possible  future  de- 
velopment in  the  Hanna-Creighton/Renewal  Project  were  present  to  discuss 
the  proposals  with  the  Redevelopment  Commission.  These  representatives 
stated  that  they  are  very  interested  in  sponsoring  moderate-income  housing 
under  the  provisions  of  FHA  Section  221  (d)  (3).  Also,  they  are  interested 
in  using  this  program  under  the  rent  supplement  provisions  of  the  Housing 
Act  of  1965.  Because  of  the  great  need  for  low-income  housing,  they  ex- 
pressed a desire  to  blend  low -rent  public  housing  into  their  development. 

It  was  agreed  that  this  proposed  redeveloper  would  have  3 months  to  work 
on  the  proposal  for  redevelopment  without  the  Commission  actively  seeking 
other  sponsors.  All  Commission  members  stated  that  the  objectives  pro- 
posed by  the  developer  was  exactly  what  was  needed  in  the  Hanna-Creighton 
area. 
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The  Commission  members  were  shown  a map  which  reported  progress  in 
acquisition  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  To  date  358  parcels  have  agree- 
ments and  of  these  288  have  been  closed. 

The  Executive  Director  reported  that  the  staff  is  thinking  about  the  proposed 
new  Wallace  Street  and  having  a survey  made  by  an  engineer  this  winter.  The 
Engineering  Department  has  stated  that  they  are  too  busy  to  do  this  survey; 
therefore  an  independent  consultant  will  have  to  be  hired. 

The  Executive  Director  stated  that  we  are  working  on  demolition  documents 
for  the  razing  of  all  the  additional  structures  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area. 
Approximately  60  houses  are  vacant  at  this  time  and  if  we  had  a demolition 
document  that  included  the  total  area,  we  could  call  out  the  contractor  inter- 
mittently to  tear  down  houses  as  they  become  vacant,  thus  eliminating  poten- 
complaints  and  hazards  in  the  project. 

MAIN  STREET 

The  Executive  Director  stated  that  on  Tuesday,  November  1,  the  demolition 
contractor,  Richard  E.  Harder  of  St.  Louis,  Missouri,  will  begin  demolition 
of  the  Northeast  quarter  of  Block  4,  the  block  slated  for  the  construction  of 
the  new  City-County  Building.  On  hand  for  the  beginning  of  demolition  will  be 
the  Mayor  and  various  county  officials  and  publicity  will  be  given  at  this  event. 

Members  of  the  Commission  were  shown  a map  which  reported  progress  on 
the  land  acquisition  activity. 

ROLLING  MILL 


A map  reporting  acquisition  progress  in  Rolling  Mill  area  was  shown  to  the 
members  of  the  Commission.  This  map  showed  that  only  27  parcels  lack 
agreements  with  owners  in  the  total  project  area. 

Joslyn  Stainless  Steel  Company  will  hold  a goundbreaking  ceremony  at  11:00 
A.M.  on  November  4 on  the  construction  of  their  new  office  facilities  in  the 
Rolling  Mill  Project  I.  All  Commission  members  are  invited  to  attend. 

The  Executive  Director  announced  demolition  documents  are  almost  com- 
pleted for  the  razing  of  all  structures  North  of  the  rear  alley  of  Taylor  Street 
to.  the  Pennsylvania  R.  R.  between  the  Junk  Spillway  and  Berghoff  Street. 

An  inquiry  was  made  as  to  progress  of  trial  by  jury  of  the  pending  condemna- 
tion cases  in  Project  I.  The  Commission  members  were  informed  that  it 
appears  at  this  time  that  a trial  date  cannot  be  confirmed  until  approximately 
June  of  1967.  This  is  based  on  information  our  attorney  related  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Director. 

The  Commission  members  unanimously  approved  a revised  offering  price  on 
Parcel  8-8  to  $1,  825.  00. 

The  attached  resolution  was  presented  which  authorized  the  offering  of  sale 
of  land  in  Project  II. 

OTHER  BUSINESS 


It  was  brought  out  that  the  Housing  Act  of  1966,  recently  passed  by  congress 
allows  one-fourth  the  cost  of  a jpublic  building,  serving  the  entire  community 
as  a non-cash  grant-in-aid.  This  means  that  one-fourth  the  cost  of  the  City- 
County  Building  or  approximately  2 million  dollars  would  be  eligible  as  a cre- 
dit and  that  we  no  longer  need  to  deposit  cash  as  our  local  share.  Excess  cre- 
dit could  be  "pooled"  with  the  costs  of  the  Hanna-Creighton  Urban  Renewal 
Project.  From  staff  figures  it  appears  no  cash  will  be  needed  in  either  project. 
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The  Director  stated  that  if  the  city  would  own  the  Fine  Arts  Center,  we 
could  then  be  eligible  for  one-fourth  the  total  cost  of  that  development. 
Monies  for  the  acquisition  of  our  Rolling  Mill  Project  can  be  obtained 
from  our  regular  ten  cent  levy  per  $100.  00  evaluation  that  we  obtain  ; . 
yearly. 

The  Commission  members  authorized  reimbursement  to  Mr.  Richard 
Davies  for  use  of  his  personal  car  in  accordance  with  standard  rates  as 
used  by  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

Commission  members  approved  the  hiring  of  a Housing  Code  Inspector. 

In  addition  they  approved  the  hiring  of  a part-time  Secretary  in  the  Hanna- 
Creighton  office  at  a salary  of  $1,  950.00  per  year.

PERSONNEL 

The  Executive  Director  was  excused  from  the  meeting  during  which  time 
the  Redevelopment  Commission  discussed  the  salaries  for  1967  of  both 
the  Executive  Director  and  Assistant  Director.  The  Commission  noted 
that  the  previously  approved  budget  for  1967  called  for  a salary  of  $13,  000 
per  year  for  the  Executive  Director  and  $10,  000  per  year  for  the  Assistant 
Director.  It  was  noted  that  the  City  Administration  had  reduced  these  sal- 
aries as  submitted  by  the  Commission  and  it  was  moved  that  reconsideration 
be  given  the  salaries  for  these  two  positions.

ROLLING  MILL 

A bid  dated  December  5,  1966,  from  Joslyn  Manufacturing  & Supply  Co. 
for  the  purchase  of  real  estate  in  Rolling  Mill  Project  II  was  reviewed  by 
the  Commission.  This  was  the  bid  received  during  the  bid  opening  held  on 
December  6,  1966.  After  a discussion,  a motion  was  duly  made  and  second- 
ed for  the  acceptance  of  the  bid.  The  motion  was  unanimously  approved. 

Joslyn  Manufacturing  & Supply  Co.  needs  land  for  temporary  parking  while 
the  office  and  mill  buildings  are  constructed.  It  was  reported  that  we  had 
40  cleared  lots  that  could  be  conveyed  to  the  company.  A meeting  would  be 
held  in  the  near  future  with  the  Plant  Manager  to  discuss  this  matter. 

Mr.  Schacht  informed  Commission  members  that  the  attorneys  are  now 
ready  to  file  for  condemnation  of  Parcels  10-11,  10-12,  10-13  and  8-12 
in  the  Rolling  Mill  area. 

The  Board  of  Works  will  hold  a public  hearing  on  January  12,  1967,  for  the 
vacation  of  Berghoff  Street. 

It  was  announced  that  on  January  5,  we  plan  to  deposit  money  in  court  for 
the  possession  of  Parcel  11-  l/  (C  lub  Manhattan).  Possession  will  be  taken 
on  February  1,  1967. 

MAIN  STREET 

A report  on  progress  in  acquisition  and  demolition  was  given.  Mr.  Schacht 
was  pleased  to  announce  that  Riegels  Cigar  Store  had  decided  to  accept  our 
offer. 

Money  will  be  deposited  in  Superior  Court  No.  3 this  week  for  the  possession 
of  the  Tsiguloff  property,  Parcel  4-22,  and  the  Play  Bar,  Parcel  4-21.  Mr. 
Tony  Bruggeman,  on  our  behalf,  informed  the  attorney  for  the  Play  Bar  that 
they  must  vacate  by  January  6,  1967. 

On  January  17,  1967,  bids  will  be  opened  for  the  sale  of  $2,  569,  000  in  Pre- 
liminary Loan  Notes. 
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HANNA -CREIGHTON 


Mr.  Schacht  announced  that  on  December  8,  he  had  met  with  the  sponsor 
and  builder  of  the  proposed  FHA  Section  221  (d)  (3)  multifamily  housing  is 
to  be  constructed  in  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  Also  present  was  a repre- 
sentative of  Urban  America.  Their  meeting  proved  to  be  very  fruitful  to  the 
proposed  sponsor  as  all  his  questions  or  doubts  were  answered  byftie  repre- 
sentative of  Urban  America.  January  15,  1967,  is  the  proposed  date  for  an- 
other similar  meeting. 

Mr.  Schacht  brought  out  the  need  for  an  updated  market  study  to  supply  spe- 
cific information  on  the  type  of  housing  development  which  would  be  suitable 
for  the  Hanna-Creighton  area.  The  two  possible  types  are  (1)  Section  221  (d) 

(3)  below  market  interest  rate  multifamily  housing  (3%),  or  (2)  Section  221  (d) 
(3)  market-interest  rate  multifamily  housing  under  which  rent  supplementation 
is  possible.  Each  of  the  two  types  involves  different  maximum  income  levels 
necessitating  a specific  study.  Mr.  Schacht  stated  that  he  had  asked  Hammer 
& Co.  Associates,  Economic  Consultants  from  Washington,  for  a proposal  on 
such  a study. 

Progress  in  demolition  was  discussed.  Out  of  a total  of  138  structures,  110 
structures  have  been  razed  to  date.  The  contractor  has  until  January  9,  1967, 
to  complete  his  present  work;  however,  an  extension  could  be  given  because  of 
bad  weather  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Schacht  asked  permission  to  offer  the  Commission  approved  price  for 
Parcels  1-1  & 1-2  (Silverman's  Junkyard)  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  Federal 
concurrence  in  the  acquisition  price  has  not  been  received  from  HUD.  This 
junkyard  is  suffering  greatly  by  the  closing  of  Gay  Street  and  the  owners  are 
anxious  to  sell.  All  Commissioners  present  unanimously  consented  to  the 
making  of  the  offer  at  this  time. 

The  Executive  Director  stated  that  on  December  20,  bids  for  $2,  150,  000  in 
Preliminary  Loan  Notes  would  be  opened.  A meeting  must  be  held  the  week 
of  December  26th  in  'order  to  approve  necessary  resolution  for  the  sale  of 
the  notes. 

DOWNTOWN  MALL 

The  city's  Downtown  Parking  Mall  Plan  was  discussed  by  Commission  mem- 
bers. It  was  agreed  that  a study  of  the  Mall  Plan  was  necessary  before  any 
action  could  be  taken  by  the  Commission.
